service uniform. 


The real purpose of the American 


Red Cross canteen is to billet the 
men and to provide conveniences for 
cooking. Also to supplement the re- 
gular rations provided by the Army 
with such refreshments as pickles, 
jams, jellies, and preserved fruit. 


Should an emergency arise where 


through an accident the provisions 
have been lost, or where the move- 
ments of the tram have been seri- 
ously delayedl and it is necessary to 
furnish meals to the Motor Convoys, 
it will become the duty of the local 
Chapter to provide such meals, upon 
the request o fthe Commanding Offi- 
cers.

Buckwheat must help to take the 


place of wheat for home consump- 
tion and Pennsylvania and New York 
must come to the front with even 
more than their usual production 


No matter what may be our pro- 


duction of wheat this year, much of 
it will be needed abroad. Our armies 
and our needy allies are entitled to 
the first consideration. 
Shipping 


conditions make the wheat supplies 
of Australia and Argentina of little 
value and leaves the United States as 
the principal source of supply. 


Buckwheat makes an excellent 


substitute for our use. It yields well 
in these states. Its sowing and har- 
vest calls for a minimum of labor 
and comes at a time when it meshes 
well with our other work. July 1st 
is the accepted time of seeding, and 
in seasons like this it is possible to 
cut a crop of hay and seed to buck- 
wheat. 


Fields planned for Spring crops 


and not completed because of the ab- 
sence of sufficient labor may be turn- 
ed to buckwheat. 


The price of buckwheat has in-

I. Regarding Marriage (w. 1-12). 
The question touching divorce, which 


the Pharisees temptingly pnt to Christ, 
brought forth teaching which exhibits 
marriage in. its trua light. 


1. Should not be degraded by di- 


vorce (w. 1-6). 


Divorce was not instituted by God. 


The marriage relationship is indis- 
soluble. Moses suffered divorce, lim- 
ited and regulated it. Its existence, 
its practice, is indicative of the coarse- 
ness and perverseness of man. Sin is 
its real cause. 
, 


2. Marriage Is God's primal law (w. 


6-9). 


The ideal law of life for the sub- 


jects of the kingdom of marriage. This 
is proven by the fundamental fact of 
sex. The union of the male and fe- 
male natures is physical, mental and 
spiritual. In marriage, the male and 
female natures are mutally comple- 
mented. God's intention is that man 
should not be without the woman, nor 
the woman without the man (1 Cor. 
11:11). 


3. Remarriage of the divorcer is 


adultery (w. 10-12). 


The, marriage relationship can only 


be broken by death and sin. In view 
of the fact that marriage Is for life, 
men and women should not enter this 
relationship without very serious con- 
sideration. 
Divorce for other ftan 


marital infidelity does not give the 
right to remarry. 


II. Regarding Children (w. 13-16). 
The union of the male and female 


natures, according to God's purpose, 
lays the foundation for family life. 
The issue of such.union Is children. 
In connection with the divine law o£ 
marriage, it Is fitting that Jesus should 
set forth his estimate of children and 
Interest in them. The disciples con- 
sidered it beneath the dignity of the 
Master to spend time with the chil- 
dren. 
Those who think it beneath 


their dignity to give attention to chil- 
dren should ponder well the words 
of Jesus. This will give the disciples 
proper consideration for work among 
children, and also to the nurture and 
discipline 
of their 
own children. 


Christian men and women will regard 
children as the property of the Lord, 
and will esteem it a high and holy 
privilege to train them for him.^ Due 
attention to Christ's teaching, regard- 
ing children would transform the home 
life of society. 


III. 
Regarding Riches (vv. 17-31). 


1. The young ruler's question (v. 17). 
This question reveals a void In his 


heart. He was a young man with a 
Tovable character. 
The Savior's af- 


fections were enraptured by him. He 
was moral, honest; earnest and cour- 
ageon1?-. HP had n wrong conception 
of eternal life. He thought that eter- 
nal life could be obtained by good 
works. 
Though he claimed to have 


kept the law, he was conscious of 
something lacking. He was willing to 
do something to fill up that which wa? 
lacking; therefore he came to Jesus 
making inquiry as to that lack. 


2. Jesus' reply (vv. 18, 19). 
He knew the young'man's heart, and 


put his finger on the weak spot When 
it came to parting with his posses- 
sions in order to help his neighbor he 
parted with the Lord, going away sor- 
rowful. 
This revealed the fact that 


he was a covetous man, a violator of 
the tenth commandment. 


3. Lacking one thing and yet lost 


(w. 21, 22). 


When the Lord pointed out to him 


that the defect in his life was the love 
of bis money, he was unwilling to pay 
the price. 
When the time came in 


his life to choose between eternal life 
and riches, he chose wealth and part- 
ed company with Christ, perhaps, for- 
ever. 


4. The peril of riches <vv. 23-31). 
The difficulty does not lie in the fact 


that a man possesses riches, for a man 
may possess great riches and still be 
an heir of the kingdom. Wealth is a 
mighty power. In itself it is good. 
It will provide bread for the widow 
and orphan, amelioration for the suf- 
fering, and send the Gospel of Christ 
to the ends ot the earth. 
The 


step from possessing riches to trust- 
ing In them Is a very short one/ The 
tendency of growing wealth Is to de- 
stroy the nobler life of the soul. Many 
of the most useful men in ancient and 
modern times have been men of 
wealth; but they, like Abraham, chose 
to live In tents, looking to the heav- 
enly fiity which bath foundations. As" 
long as a man possesses riches he Is 
safe, but as soon ns riches posseas the 
roan he is in deadly peril.

It passed 
through Philadelphia yesterday on its 
way to a point on the Atlantic sea- 
board where it will be given its 
final tests. It was made at the Mid- 
vale Steel Works, mounted at the

pounds, or more than 200 tons. 


Ten shots are to be fired in the tests 


to ascertain the extreme range of the 
weapon, but its designers ,are confi- 
dent it will shoot 114 miles.

Tommy plays.few card games; the

cards In a section, and in a short time 
they are so dog-eared and greasy, you 
can hardly ,tell the ace of spades from 
the ace of hearts. The owners of these 
decks sometimes condescend to lend 
them after much coaxing. 


So you see, Mr. Atkins has his fan 


mixed In with his hardships and, con- 
trary to popular belief, the rank and 
file of theSBritish army In the trenches 
Is one big happy family.

The game of "House" is very popular 


also. It takes two men to, run it. This 
game consists of numerous squares of 
cardboard containing three rows of 
numbers, five numbers to a row.

I made four or five large signs an- school, the backers of the game de- 


cross In some shell-tossed field with 
Jtears in his eyes as he reads the In- 
scription. And a little later perhaps 
bend over a wounded man on a stretch- 
er, patting him on the head. 


More than once In. a hospital I have 


seen a titled Bed Cross nurse fetching 
and carrying for a wounded soldier, 
perhaps the one. who In civil life de- 
livered the coal at her back door. To- 
day she does not shrink from lighting 
bis fag or even washing bis grimy 
body. 


Tommy admires Albert of Belgium be- 


cause he Is not a pusher of men; he 
leads them. With him it's not a case 
of "take that trench," It Is "come on 
and we will take It." 


It Is "amusing to notice the different 


characteristics of the Irish, Scotch and 
English soldiers. The Irish and Scotch 
are very impetuous, especially when it 
comes to bayonet fighting, while the 
Englishman, though a trifle slower, 
thoroughly does his bit; he Is more 
methodical and has the grip of a bull- 
dog on a captured position. He is 
slower to think; that is the reason why 
he never knows when he is licked. 


Twenty minutes before going over 


the top the English Tommy will sit on 
the fire step and thoroughly examine 
the mechanism of his rifle to see that it 
'Is in working order and will fire prop- 
erly. After this examination he is sat- 
isfied and ready to meet the Boches. 


But the Irishman or Scotchman sits 


on the fire step, his rifle with bayonet 
fixed between his knees, the butt of 


prayer, hoping that one of bis strayi 
will get some poor unsuspecting Friti 
in the napper hundreds of yards be 
hind the lines. It generally does: that's 
the reason the Boches hate the mac 
from Erin's Isle. 


The Saxona. though better than th« 


Prussians and Bavarians, have a nastj 
trait of treachery In their makeup. 


At one point of the line where the 


trenches .trere very close, a stake was 
driven Into the ground midway be- 
tween the hostile lines. At night when 
It was his turn. Tommy would crawl 
to this 3take and attach some London 
papers to It, while at the foot he would 
place tins of bully beef, fags, sweets, 
»nd other delicacies that he had re- 
ceived from Blighty In the ever looked- 
for parcel. Later on Fritz would come 
out and get these luxuries. 


The next nlcht Tommy would go out 


to see what Fritz put Into Ms stocking. 
Tlie donation generally consisted' of * 
paper from Berlin, telling who was 
winning the war, some tinned sausages, 
cigars, and occasionally a little beer, 
but a funny thing, Tommy never re- 
turned with the beer uaJeau It was in- 
side of him. His platoon got a whiff of 
his breath one night and the offending 
Tommy lost his job.

Why not use the rafters overhead, call 
them boxes, and charge two francs for 
i seat on them? The only difficulty 
was how were the men to reach these 
boxes, but to Ikey this was a mere de- 
tail.He got long ropes and tied one end 
around each rafter and then tied a lot 
of knots In the ropes. These ropes 
would take the place of stairways. 


We figured out that the rafters/ 


would seat about forty men and sold 
that number of tickets accordingly. 


When the ticketholders for the boxes 


got a glimpse of the rafters and were

In the American army the common 
name for them is "dog robbers." From 
a controversy In the English papers, 
Winston Churchill made the state- 
ment, as far as I can remember, that 
the "officers' servants In the British 
forces totaled nearly two hundred 
thousand. He claimed that this re- 
moved two hundred thousand excep- 
tionally good and well-trained fighters 
from the actual firing line, claiming 
that the officers, when selecting a man 
for servant's duty, generally picked the 
man who had been out the longest and 
knew the ropes. 
! But from my observation I find that 
a large percentage of the servants do

The Australian and New Zealander 


Is termed the "Anzac," taking the 
name from the first letters of their of- 
ficial designation, Australian and New 
Zealand army corps. 


Tommy divides the German army 


Into three classes according to their 
fighting abilities. They rank as fol- 
lows: Prussians, Bavarians and Sax- 
ons. 


When up against a Prussian regi- 


ment it is a case of keep your napper 
below the parapet and duck. A bang- 
bang all the time and a war is on.

crawled to the stake and as he tried to 
detach the German paper a bomb eaf 
ploded and mangled him horribly. Frits* 
had set a trap and gained another vie- 
tim which was only one more blacsj 
mark against him In the book of this 
war. From that time on diplomatic re- 
lations were severed. 


Returning to Tommy, I think his 


spirit Is best shown in the questions he 
asks. It Is never "who is going to win" 
but-always "how long will It take?"
